Tbe Grand Old .Man Wna on .411 Oc- 
casions the EMsence , of 
Propriety. 

Gladstone had a horror of indelicar 
cies of all kinds much like that of Gen. 
Grant. It was often said in England to 
a person who had told an anecdote with 
ever so slight a tinge of impropriety: 
“How many thousands of pounds would 
you take to tell that to Gladstone?” 
Again, he had a rooted aversion to 
profiting, directlj" or indlrectlj", by his 
public opportunities. He was an inno- 
vating finance minister. Constantly 
was his active intelligence rearranging 
the details and incidence of taxation. 

A hint from him would have meant a 
fortune; yet no man ever got it. “Xo 
mysterious secrets were ever offered 
for sale, as coming from him,” it is 
written of him, “in exchange or bourse. 
Squint suspicion asserted many incred- 
ible things of him. but the most wan- 
ton slanderer never dared suggest that 
anyone in his entourage or intimacy 
ever profited a penny by a look, a lisp, ' 
a gesture from him when in office.” 
He would never allow his name to be 
used in any business enterprises. In 
the house of commons when announce- 
ment of his death was made Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt choked and could not 
finish his speech. “Of all chiefs,” he ' 
said, emphatically, “he •was the most 
kind, the most tolerant, the most placa- 
ble.” In the house of lords, too, w'here 
Lord Rosebery made a passing refer- 
ence to Mr. Gladstone’s last letter, 
penne<l with almost dying hands, to 
Lady Salisbury, expressing his per- 
sonal sympathy after the carriage acci- 
dent to Lord Salisbury, the premier 
himself, bowed with age and many bur- 
dens, w'cpt like a child. As one news- 
paper well saj's: “Such tears give salt 
to public life in England.” Mr. Bal- 
four. who was an intimate and admir- I 
ing friend of Gladstone’s, though his 
political foe, personally induced Mrs, 
Gladstone to allow her husband to be 
buried among England’s great ones at 
Westminster. His body w'ill therefore 
rest in the Abbey, in “Statesmen’s Cor- 
ner,” and In effigy, as in life, Mr. Glad- 
stone will stand side by side with Peel 
and facing Disraeli, his lifelong polit- 
ical antagonist. — ^Troy Times.

Strong precautionary measures 
were taken Wednesday- in the vicinity 
of the senate house but there was no 
sign of ilisorder anjw'here when the 
judgments were rendered.

islature. A lower house of mein- 1 
lH*rs, To Ik* elected by citizens, is also 
,»rovi«led. and all inhabitants of the • 
islaml are made citizens of the I'nlt- 
e«l States, and are also to elect a dele- 
gate to eongres.s. The island is lo be 
li’videfl into five districts for judicial 
and legislative juirposes. and each dis- 
trict is to havfe a local court, to con- 
sist of,sii<*h a nunilicr of judges as the 
legislature may jirovide for. 

'the constitution and laws of the 
I'nited .States are extended to the isl- 
.. ml so far as the latt«*r are locally aj>- 
plicaiile. Export duties are prohil)- 
ite<l, and fr»?e traile is provided for be- 
tween the island and the I’nited States 
projK-r. .\rti<*les imported into Por- 
to llico from other count ries than the 
L'liitcfl .States are to pay the stime du- 
t'es as those imposed i|i the jiorts of 
tills count ry. 

'I'he money thus collected is to go 
into the island treasury, but money 
realizctl from the internal revenue 
eolleetion is to be covered into the 
national treasury of the I’nited States.

'I'he report receivinl by luith 
the stale department aii'I by Surgeon 
I’eneral Wyman from Homilulu con- 
firm tin press disjuitehes relative to 
the existence of the disea.se. It hap- 
}e*ns fortunately that the marine hos- 
pital service has nlreadv two <|uaran- 
tine Plants in the Philippines while 
two of its surgeons are now on their 
way to Manila, so that little delay 
will lie encountered in lieginning to 
draw iigid quunintine line in the is- 
lands.

j In many states the township or countv 
rotner than the school district is made 
the unit for taxation. . ne desired re- 
lle. might result from legislation along 



anu where the greatest advantages are 
afforded. Hence, millions of wealth are 
being diverted from our own state and 
cities *to that of our rivals. It does 
seem that the cities should be allowed to 
regulate their municipal taxation and 
n-ake such laws as will suit their own 
local interest. It can not jiossibly harm 
the rest of the state. 

For these reasons It Is recommended 
that your honorable body’ again bring 
It is matter before the people by sub- 
p-ltting to them an amendment to the 
constitution allowing cities of such classes 
as you may' deem proper the right to 
regulate the question of municipal taxa- 
tion. 

CAPITOL BUILDING. 

The public buildings of a state as cer- 
tainly indicate its flnancial standing and

veals the thrift and enterprise of com- 
munities. ^ For many years the reputa- 
tion of Kentucky has suffered, because 
Aif the character -of its state buildings. 
T'he structures which sufficed a quarter

Thfc governor dwells at length on the 
ImiAortance of a perfect svstem of enu- 
meration for school purjioses ip larger 
districts. 

One of the most deplorable defects In 
our common school system is the short- 
ness of the term. In -..e rural districts 
children seldAim have an oppAirtunity tAi 
attend school longer than five months 
each year. This fact seriously cripples 
the efficiency of the schools. Teachers 
can ill afford to prepare for their work; in 
fact, can not. make teaching a profession 
un*.er a system that gives them <*mplov- 
ment for only five months out of 12. It 
is not probable that the schAxil fund will 
ever be materially increased bv state tax- 
ation. 

STATE COLLEGES. 

Standing at the head of Kentucky’s 
public scnol system and fAirming an es- 
sential part of it. are two institutions for 
higher education, the one for the white 
and the other for the colored race. Each 
' sphere has done, and is destined 
to do. a great work for the young men 
and young women of the commonwealth 
in the way of professional training. These 
scnools. called the State college and the 
State N»»rmal School for Color^ Persons. 
! should, from time to time, have such aid 
' from the general assembly additional to 
tilt regular appropriations, as their 
growth demands. 

The governor cites the injustice to 
young women In the matter of higher 
educatlorl. and asks the questlAin: What 

could be more plainly the dutv of the 
stAite than to provide the greatest possible 
fa -llitles to these young women, who 
will become the teachers of the state 
r-ubllc schools, to procure the best pos- 
sible equipment for this important of- 
fice.' To this end. 1 recommend that the 
legislature make an appropriation ample 
for the erection of a commfidious dor- 
mitory for the young women students 
at the State college, with all facilitlA?s 
necessary’ for the Incorpfiratlon of the 
department of domestic science. Tnis 
dormitory shoubl he placeil under the 
management of Christian women. 

‘'H.ARIT.\BLE INSTITUTIONS. 

The reports from the state asylums 
will b«- laid before you. It seems that the 
sanitary’ coniiitlon of each of the insti- 
tutions Is excellent. The inmates are well 
clothed, well fed and proT»erly’ caretl 
for In every’ particular. 

The expenses of the Ea.«tern asvltim for 
the fiscal year ending Septemlier .10. IVMi*. 
excf-xsled its income by 52,6.82.30. This de- 
ficit was caused by exjienAiing consid- 
erable mfiney lor repairs of buildings. The 
repAirt of the treasurer of the Western 
asy’lum. covering the jierlod from Octe- 
ber 1. 1M*8, to Septemlier 30. 18T«. showe<l 
that that institution lived within Its In- 
CAime and had to Its credit at the latter 
date 58.860.10. 

The rep<>rts of the commissioners Aif 
the Kentucky Institute for the Education 
of Deaf Mutes and that of the commis- 
sioners of the Kentuckv Institute for 
the FIducatlon of the Blind are laid be- 
fore your bAidy for consIdiTatlon. 

HOUSES OF RKFOli.M. 

In 1806 an act was passed appropriating 
51WI.000 for the purpose of purchasing a 
site and erecting houses of reform, where 
juvenile offenders might be confined. For 
100 ytars this class of prisoners had beei 
incarcerateil with old and hardened crim- 
inals. This is no longer the case. The 
commissioners appointed by the governor, 
under the provisions of the act. purchased 
a site near Lexington. Ky.. and have part- 
ly completed the buildings, and 50 pris- 
oners have already been conveyed to that 
institution. 

The appropriation has been nearly ex- 
hausteil and the necessarv buildings not 
completed. An additional appropriation 
will be asked for In the report of the 
trustees. This is a matter that demands 
y’our serlotrs attention. 

THE PENITENTIARIES. 

Tlie board of prison commissioners will 
doubtless lay before you their report as 
tA. the operation of the two peniten- 
tiaries ff>T the last year. These repfirts 
ar^ not likely to balance with the audi- 
tor's books with reference to the exiien- 
dilure*. because the actual expenditures 
by the state for these institutions are al- 
ways larger than those shown by the 



warden’s reports, the salaries’and the ex- 
pens^ of the commissioners not appear- 



mg In the wardens’ brioks. The peniten- 
tiaries have been under the control of 
the new management 16 months. 'Tak- 
ing Into account, as we must, the in- 
voices at the t»eginning and at the close 
r>’ this period, the expenditures for the 
Frankfort TAenltentiarv exceeded Its in- 
come by more than S5.0f<» per month—, 
there being an excess of expenditure® 
amounting to 587.772.60 for the 16 month® 
ending November 30. 1899. In these statw- 
ments the InvAiices furn!she<l hy the pris- 
Ain records have be«*n usvaI. Thev do not. 
however. Include an exoendlture of 5.5.- 
<«<«. appropriated to enlarge the prison 
dining room. 

MOBS. 

Mob violence has long been prevalent 
In the state, hut no arleAjuate remedv for 
Its prevention has yet been devlse«l. The 
renutatlon of the state has been injured 
abroad and Immigration retarded becau.se 
of this fact. This evil demands the most 
.lerioijs attf-ntlon of vour body. The t*'- 
cent^iccurrence In Mason co'wnty’ Is so 
shAX-king and revolting that It emphasizes 
the nA-cessfty for effective legislation to 
nrevent Its repetition In the future. The 
nresent law ororiAles sufficient punish- 
ment for sttch offenders as these, but 
the sentiment In communities where these 
tv>«nps Aiccur. seems to either overawe the 
officers who are charged with the execu- 
tion of the law or else enlist their sym- 
pathies In favor of the violations. Hence, 
it is apparent that If these eril-tloers 
sr<- TO be brought to justice. It must be 
hv riring courts removed from the scene 
A.f the crime lurisdlctlon. and authoriz- 
ing’ the selection of special prosecutors 
wh<i are indetH’nAlent of local Influence®. 

.Although all efforts to nuni.sh this char- 
acter of crime have hitherto proved fu- 
tile. yet our efforts should not relax, un- 
til SAime sufficient remedy is devised to 
prevent Its commission. 

WOMEN’S PRISON. 

The penitentiary at Frankfort is great 
!v overcrowded. The space occupicAl by 
women is needed for the accommodation 
Aif men. and the quarters are totallv in- 
adequate for opportunity to give the 
women the instruction they need. Every 
woman capable of keing taught should 
leave the prison Ttell drilled in some one 
or more lines cf domestic service. I. 



forward, and everywhere about us our 
s sler states are keeping step in the march 
of progress and prosperity. There Is 
scarcely a state In the union that does 
i.ot jtosSess handsomer and more com- 
Tuodlous <-apItfil buildings than our own. 
This is true, notwithstanding the fact 
that many of these states rank far be— 
Iajw us In points ot wealth and intelli- 
gence. Heretofore the impoverished con- 
dition at our public treasury has blocked 
all efforts to provide for the erection 
of a new capltol. It was but natural that 
Cl r i>e<Aple were loth to increase their 
lodebteAlness '.ai gratify their state pride. 
Put now our financial conditions, nav- 
ing so materially Imjiroved, the old argu- 
ment can no longer be effectively urged 
It Is believed that by the continued prac- 
tice of economy In the various depart- 
ments of state, the revenues collected 
from the present tax rate will be suf- 
ficent to defray the current expenditures 
o.' the state and leave a small surplus 
e.’ich year, besides Therefore, a small 
portion of our future revenues could 
he set apart to the accumulation of a 
fund for the building of a capltol which 
would honor our state nn<l become the 
pride of our people. Eight hundred thou- 
saiAAt dollars would, doubtless, be ample 
ther»fA)r. and this sum couIa] be provided 
tor In four years, by setting aside .1 
cents of the annual tax rate of 47*4 cents 
for that purpose. I would therefore sug- 
gest that you take such steps along these 
I'nes as shall shortly bring about the con- 
sammatlon of this most w’orthy enter- 
prise. 

LOCAL OPTION. 

Much confusion has resulted from a re- 
cent decision of the court of appeals, con- 
struing the law authorizing counties to 
vote upbn the question of local option. 
It has been held that under the present 
siatute after the county has voted to i»ro- 
h'bit the sale of spirituous liquors, anv 
subdivision thereof can by a subsequent 
3n«: independent vote abrogate the vote 
o:’ the county, so far as the local mu- 
rt.clpjility Is concerned. I’nder this con- 
st auction the pf'ople of the coiintv as 
whole are practically denieAl the right of 
determining this important A|uestion. 
Immediate legislation is therefore ear- 
11 -stl> urged.

Dr. Wickliffe Smith. Snrgreon of the 
Late lUlMt Indiniin. and a 
Cuban Buy Killed. 



Incliunapolis, Iml. , Dec. 31. — Dr. 
Wickliffe Smith, surgeon of tlie 16lst 
Indiana reg-iment. Col, Durbin, was 
killed Friday afternoon together, 
v.ith his Cuban boy, Franclseo Sou.sa, 
three miles from Delphi by a Wabash 
train. On aecoiint of the cold weath- 
er they were buntlled up so they 
CAiiild not hear the train and drove on 
the tracks. Doth were instantly 
killed. The horse was unhurt. 

Dr. Smith was one of the best 
kitown and most poptdar men in the 
state and a personal friend of James 
Whitcomb Riley, the poet, and (lov.
